"The intervention in the building trades 
strike yesterday by Secretary of War 
Baker and Secretary of Labor Wilson 
came on the day when the strike really 
began in earnest, for after weeks of at- 
tempting collective bargaining, the Uni- 
ted Brotherhood of Carpenters and Join- 
ets, with the consent of the Interna- 
tiunal Presidents of other trades union 
branches, called the threatened strike in 
the printipal building trades yesterday.

Colonel William Hayward said the re- 
ception was certainly the greatest that 
returning soldiers had ever got, and 
that the only worry he‘had had’ was 
that his soldiers, after months of fight- 
ing and a long voyage} might have for- 
gotten their paradé manners and lost 
step under the excitement of the cheer- 
ing crowds. But his men showed as 
little nervousness‘ if Fifth Avenue as 
they did on the roads.in the Champagne. 
Théy marched with the careless, natural 
precision of men who had long ago mas- 
tered the- technique of their profession. 

All -along the. line of march they 
heard joyously noisy greetings ftrém 
their personal friends among the tens of 
thousands of black men and women on, 
the sidewalks, but rarely did a _marcher 
give a sign of recognition. Sémetimes 
@ man in the ranks would gréet a 
friend or ‘a: relative with a flash of 
teeth and a nod that was no more than 
a slight exaggeration of ‘the natural 
marching sway of the head.

Baker Promises Clemency to Men at 
Fort Leavenworth.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Feb. 1.—On 
his retu from Washington today 
Colonel’ Sedgewick Rice, commandant 
of disciplinary barracks at Fort Leav- 
enworth, assembled the 3,560 prisoners

of War Newten D. Baker in which he 
virtually promised them clemency from 
their harsh war court-martial sentences. 
There are 3,100 former soldiers among 
the prisoners, and they went into a 
mutiny two weeks ago when 113 con- 
scientious objectors were. set free with 
honorable’ discharges and . back 
pay. The letter of Secretary er was 
addressed to the prisoners through 
Colonel Rice, and it says: 

** I havé carefully. considered the repre-

the general prisoners confined at the 
Disciplinary Barracks, Fort Leaven- 
worth. It should be said at the outset 
that the court martial ese in the 
case of every one of ee prisoners have 
been carefully examined and their le- 
lity. approved in the office of the 
bin dge Advocate General of the army.

THIRTY : FIREMEN GASSED. 


Chemical F. nes and Jute. Smoke 
Fill. Them at Warehouse Dias 


Thirty or more firemen were. overcome 
fighting a fire yesterday which Chief 
Kenlon suit was:one of the most dan- 
gerous that his department has had to 
contend’ with for a long time. It was 
in. a four-story brick building at the 
foot of East Forty-eighth Street, former- 
ly uséd as‘a warehouse by a flour com- 
pany, but recently by’ the Government: 
Spontaneous combustion caused the fire 
and late last night the firemen were still 
pouring tons of water into the building. 

Three employes who opened.the ware- 
house in the morning discovered that 
the interior was in flames. The -first 
floor was piled high with bales: of 
On-<the second fioor was stored bags 
of sulphur and on the floor above were 
other chemicals. As the burning jute 
heated the ceiling the sulphur began’ to 
burn.and gave off dense fumes. This 
with the burning jute and other chem- 
icals gave off gas nearly as dangerous 
as any used in warfare. 

When an:explosion blew off the fe ena 
térs- on the second: floor and r 
smoke and flames that. darted high in 
the air, several firemen on a ladder 
either jumped or fell off. . Two firemen 
on the first floor were. overcome and 
dragged out by companions 

In the éarly afternoon it "was thought 
the fire was under control, but ..started 
up again with redoubled energy. After 
several more firemen nae ‘been dra nh go 
to safety and others stagger 
the street to- collapse, Mae enlon, or- 
dered every one out of the. building and 
sent a call for thirty more firemen. The 
force was. ordered to work in” details 
of five, each. detail to remain in the 
building only seven minutes. The only 
men who managed to get to the second 
floor were members of the . Rescue 
Squad equipped with gas masks and 
oxygen tanks and even eee could not 
remeh any length of ti 

Archer of the rire "Desavtingat at- 
teritiod about thirty men and several 
were. sent to Bellevue Hospital; After 
returning to the quarters of Engine Co.

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THE LEAGUE AND THE MONROE 
DOCTRINE. 

The’ Constitution of the League of 
Nations and the Monroe Doctrine are 
one’in spirit and purpose. The League 
hands on to all the nations of» the 
world the torch of just practice-in in- 
ternational relations which we lighted 
ninety-six: years ago. .Critics’ ofthe 
League’s Constitution, hard pressed to 
find tenable grounds of objection, 
profess to fear that it may destroy the 
Monroe Doctrine. They might, ‘with 
equal reagonableniess. insist that the 
moral law is in conflict with itself, that

If the covenant of ‘the League of 
Nations is threatened. in the New 
World its decrees will be e#ecuted by a 
military force of the New World, or, if 
some increment of force is needed from 
Europe, it will ‘comé, by the New 
World's invitation, for the immediate 
purpose of enforcing the covenant, and 
not with a view to oppressing: or con- 
trolling the destiny’of any New World 
republic.

Such an abolition would be as 
regrettable as if-is improbable, but I 
am stating the case,for the purpose of 
demonstrating that the formation of a 
cotistitution, or its ‘modification by 
amendment, is essentially an exercise 
by the people of their right to govern 
themselves in the: way it ‘best — 
them.
